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CONSERVATIVES MEET 


Tweed and Hastings Address 
Mass Meeting in Robert- 
son Hall. 


The Conservative mass meeting in 
Robertson hali last night was opened 
by Count Alfred von Hammerstein 
rendering “There’ll be 2 Hot Time in 
the Oid Town.” Messrs. Bishopric, Se- 
cord, Bown, Maloney and A. von Ham- 
meretein occupied seats on the plat- 
form. There were about one hundred 
eentlemen and two ladies present, a 
considerable number of the gentlemen 
being Liberals. Mr. Gallagher acted 
as chairman and immediately called 
upon Mr. Tweed, of Medicine Hat, pre- 
sident of the Territorial Conservative 
association. Mr. Tweed dwelt exten- 
sively on the work done at the Moose 
Jaw Conservative convention in March 
last. A resolution was adopted fav- 
oring division on party lines at the 
next Territorial elections. He spent 
considerable time assuring the andi- 
ence that elthough F. W. G. Haultain 
opposed this resolution, he was never- 
theless, a good Conservetive, and fur- 
ther said that Mr. Haultain is not re- 
sponsible for the present state of af- 
fairs at Regina. Iseference was made 
to the letter of Mr. Bulyea, commis- 
sioner of public works, to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, in which Mr. Bulyea urged 
upon Sir Wilfrid the necessity of 
granting ac2quate amounts of money 
for current expenditure. At the 
Moose Jaw convention a committee 
was appointed to draft the best modes 
of carrying on successful organization 
work. This led to Mr. Hastings, of 
Winnipeg, being appoizted Conserva- 
tive organizer for the Territories. The 
Liberal party was censured for its 
supposed policy of paying for the east- 
ern section of the Grand Trunk Paci- 
iic Railway by the sale of Northwest 
lands.
